DISTRICT  ELECTIONS 

If  all  goes  as  planned,  this  map  shows  how  San  Francisco" will  be 
divided  into  Districts  for  the  election  of  supervisors  after  November, 
1976. 

A  coalition  of  neighborhood  groups,  called  San  Franciscans  for  Dis- 
trict Election  of  Supervisors,  is  attempting  to  put  a  measure  on  the 
November  ballot  calling  for  one  supervisor  to  be  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  from  each  District.    Presently,  supervisors  are  elect- 
ed from  the  City  "at  large"  and  the  result  is  that  9  of  the  11  supervi- 
sors live  in  two  of  the  Districts  and  respond  mainly  to  those  interests. 

Campaigns  for  any  political  office  are  costly.    For  instance,  Gov. 
Brown  spent  over  4.  3  million  dollars  to  become  the  successful  candi- 
date for  Governor  of  California  in  1974.     The  race  for  supervisor  is 
not  that  extensive,  but  the  attention  of  elected  candidates  can  be  fo- 
cused on  those  who  can  contribute  the  most  to  their  campaigns.  These 
large  contributors,  according  to  San  Franciscans  for  District  Election 
of  Supervisors,  are  the  downtown  businesses. 

This  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  that  the  group  is  calling  for  a  change 
in  the  election  procedures;  they  want  the  supervisors  to  be  represen- 
tative of,  and  accountable  to,  all  parts  of  the  City.    If  this  proposal 
passes  it  is  expected  to  take  the  supervisor's  race  out  of  the  control 
of  money  and  put  it  back  into  the  hands  of  the  people  in  each  District. 

40,  000  signatures  are  needed  by  August  1st  to  put  the  measure  on  the 
November  ballot  and  the  group  needs  help  to  carry  the  petitions  and 
obtain  signatures.    Financial  contributions  are  needed,  too.  Make 
your  checks  payable  to:    San  Franciscans  for  District  Elections,  248 
Prospect  St.,  San  Francisco.

Enola  Stands  Trial 

In  the  four  years  since  she  has  assumed  the  directorship  of  the  Po- 
trero Hill  Neighborhood  House,  Enola  Maxwell  has  waged  a  quiet 
battle  against  a  resentful  neighbor.    Despite  repeated  letters  of  slander 
and  calls  to  City  Hall  urging  that  badly  needed  funds  not  be  granted  to 
fix  and  soundproof  the  69  year  old  building,  Ms.  Maxwell  has  success- 
fully brought  the  Neighborhood  House  back  into  active  use,  and  helped 
institute  an  arts  program,  the  first  of  its  kind  blessed  by  the  City's 
Art  Commission. 

In  April,  at  a  fund-raising  concert  held  for  the  Neighborhood  House  in 
its  own  building,   Enola  Maxwell  was  cited  for  "disturbing  the  peace" 
and  "making  unnecessary  noise.  "   A  complaint  was  lodged  against  her 
by  the  one  neighbor  who  has  been  instrumental  in  blocking  monies  to 
help  the  very  situation  she  complained  against.    Part  of  the  complaint 
revolves  around  the  issue  of  curfew,  how  often  the  Neighborhood  House 
can  hold  an  amplified  music  event,  and  how  late  the  building  can  stay 
open.    It's  almost  like  telling  a  neighbor  that  you  can't  have  a  party  in 
your  own  house  unless  I  approve. 

Attempts  at  negotiating  a  compromise  on  some  of  the  stated  opposi- 
tion failed  and  Ms.  Maxwell  is  slated  to  stand  trial  for  the  misdemean- 
or of  disturbing  the  peace.     The    other  charge  was  dropped. 

The  pre-trial  action  will  take  place  on  July  1,  1976,  Department  15, 
Hall  of  Justice,  850  Bryant  St.  ,  10  AM.

It  will  be  at  least  another  month 
before  the  Best  Foods  plant  at 
18th  and  Bryant  Sts.  stops  fouling 
Potrero  Hill's  air.    Plant  Mana- 
ger R.  J.  Siefert  blames  delivery 
delays  for  the  company's  inabili- 
ty to  meet  a  June  8  deadline  for 
plant  modification.     The  new  tar- 
get date  is  July  8. 

The  POTRERO  VIEW  reported 
in  February  that  the  company  had 
promised  the  Bay  Area  Pollution 
Control  District  that  it  would 
spend  in  excess  of  $175,  000  to 
cure  the  odor  problem  caused  by 
"soapy,  burnt  or  rancid  oil.  "  In 
return,  the  pollution  agency 
agreed  to  hold  off  prosecution  of 
a  public  nuisance  complaint. 

Best  Foods  uses  its  Bryant  St. 
facility  to  process  such  well- 
known  products  as  Nucoa  and  Ma- 
zola  margarines,  Mazola  Corn 
Oil  and  Best  Foods  Mayonnaise 
for  West  Coast  distribution.

Dope  Dealing  Doctor 


There  is  a  situation  going  on  right  in  our  own  neighborhood  which  I 
find  intolerable  and  don't  know  exactly  what  to  do  about  it.    I  have  been 
a  Hill  resident  for  many  years  and  rarely  have  I  seen  anything  so  dis- 
gusting and  deplorable  to  prompt  me  to  publicize  to  others  what  I  know 
they  have  also  seen  and  heard  and  whispered  about  among  themselves. 
It  involves  Dr.  Peter  Dilorio  and  his  promoting  through  prescriptions 
harmful  or  at  least  unnecessary  drugs  to  young  and  old  people  around 
the  city.    Dope  dealing  with  an  M.  D.  license  to  protect  him. 

• 

This  is  a  serious  charge,  I  know,  but  I  have  investigated  the  accusa- 
tion and  found  that  he  was  arrested  back  in  January  and  charged  with 
several  felony  counts  for  narcotics  abuse.    But  soon  after  he  was  back 
in  practice.    Last  month  neighbors  of  mine  who  live  close  by  his  office 
on  20th  St.  told  me  he  was  again  taken  out  in  handcuffs  for  narcotics 
abuse  --  but  I  see  again  that  he  is  back  in  practice. 

I  said  "I  see"  because  it  is  obvious  to  those  of  us  who  patronize  the 
businesses  on  20th  St.  that  something  is  going  on.    First,  the  traffic 
problem  is  outrageous  as  people  double  park  to  run  in  to  get  their 
"scripts  "  --it  evidently  doesn't  take  too  long   if  the  waiting  room  and 
the  line  outside  the  office  moves  pretty  fast. 

One  day  the  crowd  outside  his  office  was  pretty  thick  and  in  trying  to 
make  my  way  to  the  post  box  I  asked  a  few  what  was  happening  inside. 
"There's  a  swinging  doc  in  there  who'll  give  you  a  script  for  anything 
you  want.  "   I  asked  if  you  had  to  live  on  the  Hill  to  take  advantage  of 
this.    "No,  man.    People  are  coming  all  the  way  from  Oakland  and 
Berkeley  --    all  over  --    all  you  have  to  have  is  medi-cal  or  cash  and 
you  can  get  anything  you  want.    It's  cheaper  than  getting  it  on  the 
streets  and  he's  a  doctor.  "   Oh  I  said  and  wandered  away. 

The  people  I  saw  that  day  and  have  seen  are  obviously  in  need  of 
much  more  than  drugs  --  the  drugs  offer  an  escape.    If  most  had  jobs 
or  felt  productive  about  their  lives,  they  probably  wouldn't  be  lined  up 
like  cattle  waiting  for  whatever  they  are  waiting  for.    They  are  defi- 
nitely the  victims.    And  in  turn  cause  us  on  Potrero  Hill  to  be  the 
victims  too  --  as  more  and  more  of  us  are  afraid  to  leave  our  homes  - 
afraid  of  a  walk  down  the  streets  --  just  afraid  to  dare  to  try  to  con- 
tinue some  kind  of  normal  life. 

But  what  outrages  me  are  those  that  sit  as  controllers  of  these  si- 
tuations.   Dr.  Dilorio  who  makes  money  by  writing  prescriptions  that 
keep  people  down  and  out.    Dr.  Dilorio  who  after  being  charged  with 
"narcotics  abuse"  is  able  to  open  his  doors  "business  as  usual"  the 
next  week.     Who  does  he  know?    (There  is  even  rumors  that  he  is 
connected  to  the  Mafia.  )    The  medical  profession  who  can  allow  and 
permit  one  like  him  to  function  with  their  sanction  when  medical  costs 
are  so  outrageous  and  there's  such  a  shortage  of  doctors  who  take 
neighborhood       personal  -  family -type  medicine  as  the  important 
goal  --  not  the  almighty  buck  to   be  made  either  in  a  posh  down -town 
office  or  through  some  other  means  like  prescription  writing. 

As  I  said  I  am  outraged  and  I  don't  think  we  as  concerned  citizens  of 
Potrero  Hill  can  sit  back  and  stay  quiet  any  longer.    He,  as  a  doctor, 
is  a  disgrace  to  the  profession  of  medicine.    He  is  helping  to  ruin  our 
neighborhood  environment.    He  is  endangering  the  lives  of  people  here 
and  evidently  other  parts  of  the  Bay  Area.    His  money  has  obviously 
bought  him  some  kind  of  sanction  --  but  can  we  let  this  continue  

If  we  do  then  it  should  become  heavy  on  our  consciences  because  we 
then  are  accomplices  to  the  criminal  acts  taking  place  --  the.premed- 
icated    destruction  of  human  lives  for  the  sake  of  a  higher  god  -- 
money  or  for  some  of  us  on  the  Hill  --  the  god  of    "I   just  don't  want 
to  get  involved. "

A  hardworking  activist  for  the  past  25  years,   Enola  has  devoted  her- 
self to  community  as  well  as  world  affairs.    She's  been  as  involved  in 
the  Haight  Ashbury  district,  where  she  resides  with  her  mother,  a 
daughter  and  grandson,  as  in  the  Potrero  Hill  community  at  the  Neigh- 
borhood House  where  she  as  been  Executive  Director  for  four  years. 

Honored  for  her  accomplishments  of  work  in  the  field  of  civil  and 
women's  rights,  world  peace,  mental  health,  senior  citizen,  and  edu- 
cation issues,  she  is  perhaps  known  best  by  the  young  people,  whose 
paths  have  crossed  and  been  influenced  by  her,  as  "Moms.  "    In  a 
speech  of  thanks,  Enola  said,  "Yes,  I  am  called  'Mom,'  by  murderers, 
by  drug  addicts,  by  young  people  continuing  their  education,  by  people 
in  Africa,  by  people  in  Canada,  and  by  people  in  Russia.   .  .  and  I  do 
not  want  my  children  killing  each  other!" 

In  perhaps  the  warmest  and  most  moving  tribute  paid  to  her,  Lena 
Carmena,   Enola's  mother  said  that  not  only  was  it  the  proudest  and 
happiest  day  in  her  life,  but  she  felt  that  her  daughter's  accomplish- 
ments were  in  the  truest  sense  fulfilling  the  work  of  Martin  Luther 
King. 


A  Most  Successful  Hamlet 

by  Jim  Cowan 

"Hamlet"  is,  perhaps,  the  most  ambitious  of  plays,  and  the  most 
attempted  the  world  over.    One  of  the  most  successful  productions  is 
now  playing  at  the  Julian  Theatre.    It  opened  two  weekends  ago  and 
plays  at  8:30  PM  Thursday  through  Saturday  through  June  12. 

The  masterful  directing  of  Richard  Rekow  combines  a  scale  of 
voice  strength  and  focus  of  stage  action  to  create  a  most  powerful  and 
compact  play. 

Alan  Barnes  plays  Hamlet  with  electrifying  intenseness.    His  power- 
ful voice,  even  in  whispers  and  asides,  and  his  diction,  together  with 
his  intense  delivery  remind  one  of  Richard  Burton  at  his  finest.  His 
powerful  body  adds  to  a  stage  presence  second  to  none. 

Joseph  Miksak  and  Winifred  Mann,  who  play  Claudius  and  Gertrude, 
are  superb.    Miksak  appears  weak  and  unsure  at  times,  but  so  does 
Claudius.    He  does  stumble  over  a  line  or  two,  but  recovers  beauti- 
fully.   Mann  shows  little  strength,  but  then  neither  does  Gertrude. 
Gertrude's  bedroom  scene  is,  perhaps,  the  least  interesting,  and 
Mann  does  not  make  the  most  of  it,  but  it  does  not,  as  some  produc- 
tions do,  become  a  cameo  unto  itself. 

The  staging,  the  props,  and  the  set  design  are  stark  and  spare,  and 
they  do  not  intrude  on  the  action.    Dale  Altvater,  who  designed  the 
set  and  lighting,  does  a  fine  job.    The  stage  is  hollow,  however,  and 
sounds  hollow. 

The  original  music  of  James  DeCorsey,  flute  and  guitar,  is  a  little 
too  loud  for  this  size  stage,  and  shading  of  the  volume  is  lacking. 

Linda  Hauswirth's  scenery  graphic,     the  ghost  of  old  Hamlet, 
is  extremely  good,  and  pervades  every  scene  in  rememberance  of  the 
dead  king's  presence. 

Rekow  has  streamlined  the  play  to  some  extent.  Some  scenes  have 
been  omitted,  the  ghost  does  not  appear,  and  Hamlet  is  clearly  the 
pivot  around  which  all  action  and  characters  move. 

Curt  Baker  as  Horatio,  Bill  Lehrke  as  Laertes,  and  Neil  Olsen  as 
Marcellus  do  fine  jobs.    Wendy  Owe  as  Ophelia  and  Richard  Rein- 
eccius  as  Polonius  give  adequate  if  not  strong  performances. 

Seating  at  the  Julian  Theater  is  on  hard  chairs  and  benches,  and 
pillows  are  advised  for  this  three  hour  production.

The  VIEW  would  like  to  expand  their  feelings  further  on  several  of 
the  propositions: 

Proposition  6:    Insurance  Company  Home  Ollice  Tax  Deduction.  A 
"YES"  vote  on  this  proposition  is  recommended  by  the  VIEW.  This 
proposition  would  not  permit  huge  insurance  companies  to  deduct  their 
local  property  taxes~irom  their  state  taxes.    By  passing  Propsition  6, 
homeowners  and  renters  in  San  Francisco  would  get  some  of  the  burden 
of  their  high  taxes  taken  away  and  put  on  the  shoulders  of  the  large  cor- 
porations and  large  landholders  where  it  rightfully  belongs. 

Proposition  15:   (The  Nuclear  Safeguards  Initiative).    This  proposi- 
tion is  one  of  the  most  important  issues  we  as  citizens  will  be  voting  on 
in  this  up-coming  election.     We  do  have  an  energy  crisis.    That  is  a 
given.    Our  government  and  the  Nuclear  Power  Industry  tell  us  that 
nuclear  energy  is  the  primary  answer  to  this  energy  dilemma  when  in 
fact  it  seems  to  be  a  pandora's  box.    The  problems  posed  to  our  safety 
and  environment  are  monumental  and  no  one  seems  to  have  come  up 
with  satisfactory  and  responsible  solutions  to  date.    The  most  salient 
problem  is  what  to  do  with  the  plutonium  waste.    Plutonium  is  consid- 
ered among  the  most  toxic  substance  known  to  man.    It  has  a  life  span 
of  over  250  thousand  years.    It  has  the  potential  of  drastically  alter- 
ing the  human  gene  pool    To  bring  this  problem  closer  to  home  news 
was  released  from  Washington  lately  that  low  level  radioactive  leaks 
were  reported  near  the  Farollon  Islands,  a  U.S.  Government  low  level 
dump  site  from  1946  to  197  0.    According  to  the  oceanographer  who  con- 
ducted the  exploration  "contamination  in  surface  sediments  is  shown 
to  be  2  to  25  times  higher  than  the  maximum  expected  concentration 
that  would  have  resulted  from  weapons -testing  fallout".      This  incident 
bodes  ill  for  the  future  of  nuclear  power.    Ocean  disposal  of  radio- 
active waste  is  just  one  of  the  areas  that  needs  more  research  and  in- 
vestigation.   Furthermore,  even  the  proponents  of  nuclear  energy  agree 
that  it  is  an  interim  measure  to  solve  the  world's  energy  crisis. 
Nuclear  power  is  limited  because  it  is  dependent  on  the  world's  supply 
of  uranium.    By  the  first  half  of  the  21st  century  we  will  have  exhaust- 
ed this  resource  and  will  still  need  other  sources  to  meet  our  energy 
needs.    So,  in  50  to  100  years  we  will  have  to  switch  to  yet  another 
source  of  energy.    Thus,     are  we  willing  to  risk  nuclear  proliferation 
and  all  its  concomitant  problems  in  order  to  have  a  short  term 
solution  to  a  problem?    A  "YES"  on  Proposition  15  will  give  every 
one  in  this  state  the  needed  time  for  further  research  and  investi- 
gation in  order  to  make  a  truly  responsible  decision.    Vote  "YES" 
on  15. 

Proposition  I:    Child  Care  .    The  VIEW  cannot  stress  too  much  a 
"YES"  vote  on  this  proposition.    This  proposition  already  passed  pre- 
viously in  November,  1973,  then  as  Proposition  M.    Proposition  M 
called  for  "low-cost,  quality  child  care"  to  be  available  to  all  children 
in  San  Francisco  and  required  the  City  to  "procure"  such  funds  as  were 
necessary  for  it.    The  Board  of  Supervisors  have  never  done  anything 
about  it.

We  lived  on  Potrero  Hill  for  five  years  on  Connecticut  St.    Our  child 
was  born  there,  the  local  businesses  on  20th  St.  were  old  friends, 
and  we  really  loved  it.    It  was  heartbreaking  when  we  had  to  move  be- 
cause of  finances.    We  really  didn't  move  so  far  away  -  just  a  few 
blocks  really.    But  when  we  told  people  where  we  were  moving,  you 
would  have  thought  it  was  Outer  Slobovia. 

We  moved  to  Dogpatch.    All  of  our  friends  and  relatives  let  us  know 
one  way  or  another  that  they  thought  we  were  crazy.     We  could  catch 
their  hidden  meanings  of  "It's  a  ghetto,  ".  "So  run-down,  "You're  ask- 
ing for  it,  "  and  on  and  on  ad  nauseum. 

Well,  we're  still   here,  all  in  one  piece.    Been  here  for  almost  seven 
months  now  --  and,  we  like  it.    Sure,  the  streets  and  sidewalks  are  an 
eyesore.    Absentee  landlords  don't  care  where  poor  people  live  --  they 
only  come  around  on  the  first  of  each  month  to  collect  their  rent  money. 
The  City  doesn't  seem  to  give  a  damn  about  the  neighborhood  --no 
parks,  no  recreation  for  the  older  kids,  no  trees  for  beautif ication 
down  here.    Instead,  Dogpatch  gets  the  Muni  Car  Barn  ...  a  beauti- 
ful thing  of  belching  busses,  constant  construction  work  and  overcrowd- 
ing of  streets  with  their  employees'  parking. 

But,  the  people  are  lovely  and  caring.    During  the  last  hot  spell,  the 
end  of  our  block  had  a  water  fight  and  everyone  ended  up  soaked  and 
happy.    I  was  mugged  on  Connecticut  Street,  but  have  had  no  hassles 
in  Dogpatch  and  I  don't  expect  to. 

So,  what  am  I  trying  to  say?    I  guess  it's  that  a  ghetto  is  a  ghetto  if 
it's  one  in  your  head.    Think  fear  and  you'll  live  fearfully.     We  were 
welcomed  by  all  of  our  neighbors  -  and  we  are  a  minority  in  the  neigh- 
borhood by  being  white.    So,  thank  You  Dogpatch,  for  giving  us  a  new 
home. 


Tax  Assistance 
for  Seniors 


The  Senior  Citizens  Property 
Tax  Assistance  program  provides 
property  tax  releif  to  elderly 
homeowners  who  have  limited 
tax  incomes.     The  filing  season 
began  on  May  17  and  ends  on  Aug. 
31,  1976.    Claimants  are  advised 
to  file  as  early  as  possible. 

To  qualify,  an  individual  must 
be  62  years  of  age  or  older  as  of 
Jan.  1,  1976,  and  must  be  a  Ca- 
lifornia resident  on  that  date. 
In  addition,  he  or  she  must  own 
and  occupy  his/her  home  from 
July  1,  1975  through  June  30, 
1976,   and  have  a  total  household 
income  for  1975  of  not  more  than 
$10,  000. 

All  elderdy  homeowners  who 
believe  they  are  eligible  for  the 
property  tax  refund  should  call 
or  write  the  State  Franchise 
Tax  Board.

Six  months  ago,  the  lot  on  the  corner  of  San  Bruno  Ave.  and  20th  St. 
was  full  of  weeds,  dog  droppings,  fennel  and  poppies.     Today  it  has 
blossomed  into  a  community  garden  -  with  many  beds  of  organically 
grown  vegetables,  a  compost  bin  making  rich  dirt,  a  cold  frame  for 
seedlings,  the  start  of  a  greenhouse  and  potential  for  much  more.

The  City  pays  for 
tools,  seeds,  organic  matter  for  fertilizer,  materials  for  fencing  and 
other  projects  and  even  supplies  us  with  a  full-time  gardener.  Robert 
Lopez  is  our  community  gardener.    He  has  put  countless  hours  into 
this  garden  and  can  be  found  there  very  frequently  making  sure  all  the 
plants  stay  alive  and  well  -  ready  to  answer  any  questions  and  give 
guidance  to  helpers  if  needed. 

Working  on  this  garden  offers  an  unusual  opportunity  for  the  city 
dweller  to  experience  gardening    and  to  reap  the  fruits  of  their  labor  - 
while  enjoying  the  sunshine  and  out-of-doors. 

At  the  moment  people  are  needed  to  help  water  and  maintain  the  gar- 
den.   The  garden  is  big  enough  to  supply  many  more  people  than  are 
now  working  on  it. 

Shrubs  and  flowers  are  now  being  planted  and  in  the  future  there  will 
be  benches  to  sit  and  enjoy  the  view.    If  enough  people  are  interested 
and  willing  to  devote  several  hours  a  week  to  the  garden,  there's  an 
amazing  amount  of  things  we  can  do.    Besides  expanding  the  amount  of 
beds  and  vegetables  now  growing  (these  include  beans,  peas,  corn, 
potatoes,  tomatoes,  artichokes,  strawberries,  lettuce,  spinach,  broc- 
coli, various  herbs,  etc.  )  we  could  also  have  chickens  for  eggs  and 
bees  for  honey!    We  just  need  enough  people  willing  to  care  for  them. 

People  can  either  work  on  the  garden  as  a  whole  or  have  their  own 
plot  if  they  prefer.    No  intensive  labor  is  necessary  to  produce  the 
food  because  of  the  use  of  simple  and  effective  organic  gardening 
techniques. 

There  is  a  variety  of  work  to  be  done  depending  on  your  preference. 
More  watering  is  the  main  thing  needed.    There's  always  planting  and 
transplanting  and  a  bit  of  weeding  .    Putting  up  the  fence  and  other 
structures  gives  people  a  chance  to  practice  and  maintain  their  wood- 
working skills. 

Now  is  the  best  time  to  become  involved.    All  the  delicious  summer 
vegetables  are  being  planted  and  they  need  lots  of  water  and  care  so 
they  will  be  healthy  and  abundant. 

If  you  are  interested,  drop  by  the  garden,  someone  is  there  most 
afternoons  and  Saturdays.

Park  &  Space  Grants 

An  agreement  has  been  reached 
between  the  Senate  and  the  Assem 
blyonSB-174.    SB-174  will 
create  the  California  Urban  Park 
and  Open  Space  Program. 

SB-174  appropriates  money  to  be 
used  for  grants  to  cities,  coun- 
ties or  districts  for  the  acquisi- 
tion or  development  of  recrea- 
tional lands  and  facilities.  The 
bill  appropriates  $25  million  a 
year  for  3  years  for  a  total  of 
$75  million  to  be  administered  by 
the  Director  of  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion.   The  state  shall  contribute 
75%  of  the  funds  and  the  local 
match  shall  be  25%. 

Under  the  provisions  of  SB-174, 
the  City  and    County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco will  receive  $2,  230,  000. 

State  Park  Monies 

Legislation  giving  San  Francisco 
the  first  National  Maritime  Mu- 
seum in  the  nation  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  California  State 
Assembly.     This  legislation  would 
transfer  to  the  Federal  govern- 
ment the  San  Francisco  State  His- 
torical Park  at  the  foot  of  Hyde 
St.  and  the  Haslett  Warehouse. 

Passage  of  the  legislation  would 
save  State  taxpayers  approxi  - 
mately  $500,  000  a  year  in  opera- 
ting costs  and  many  millions  in 
capital  improvements. 

Swift  approval  and  signature  by 
Gov.  Brown  is  expected  soon.
